Prof. Jerome H. Raymond Inter- 
rupted by Poles in Address. 


0 QUESTIONS ARE FIRED. 


University Man Is Accused of Mis- 
stating Facts of History. 


oral clash between Prof. Jerome H. 
Raymond of the University of Chicago and a 
delegation of young Polish-American pro- 
feasional men and students of this city fur- 
nished an unexpected sensational climax at 
the close of the profegtot’s lecture on Po- 
land last night in Lincoln Pash Goageape- 
tioned church. 

The Polish-Americans who heard the lec- 
ture and took ptiblic iseve with the professor 
on the general trend of his portrayal of the 
Polish people and their character, history, 


ideals, and government, came equipped for 
They had heard of previous 


the argument. 
lectures the professor bas delivered, and 
made preparations to refute his statements. 
They. challenged the authority of his his- 
torical assertions and his general informa- 
tion about the Polish nation and the Polish 
problems, both of the present and of the past. 
The professor, who has heen giving a series 
of lectures under the auspices of the Chicago 
University Lecture association on various 
countries he visited, took for his subject “ Po- 
land, a Kingdom Divided Against Itselt.“ 


Predicts Spread of Socialism. 

He discussed history from his viewpoint, 
and at the close predicted that Poland’s free- 
dom and independence most bably would 
come through the growth and spread of so- 
cialism in Russia, Germany, and Austria. 

The Polish delegation listened intently to 
the lecture at times, indicating disapproval 
of some remark only in a mild manner until 
the professor closed his discourse. Then sev- 
eral of them stepped to the front and in the 
hearing of the audience engaged in an open 
discussion with the professor. 

In the delegation were Leo 8. Mallek, Max- 
well P. Gorny, Henry Csekalla, John H. 
Wiekithski, Attorney Louis Pinderski, James 
Janiszeski, Dr. W. A. Gorny, Alexander L. 
Senajder, and Anthony Czarnecki.’ 

Although the professor sought to evade a 
lengthy discussion on the subject, the Polish- 
American delegation would not budge, but re- 
mained in the church holding fort until all 
the rest of the congregation left. 


Accused of Misrepresentation. 

“If you were a Russian agitator, sir, in the 
pay of the Russian government, you could 
not have done the Polish people any more 
harm or poisoned the minds against our na- 
tion more thoroughly than you have done,” 
was the first greeting addressed to Prof. 
Raymond by the delegation. 

“I alm to be fair,“ replied the professor. 

“Will you please give us the name of the 
historian or your source of historical infor- 
mation upon which you based your state- 
ments of your alleged historical facts and 
conclusions?“ the professor was asked.

Cannon arrived here yesterday from 
Tegucigalpa in charge of a military escort, 
who planned to lock bim in the local jail 
until, the ship was ready to leave, but the 
American consul protested: against ‘this hu- 
millation and finally secured the consent of 
the escort to parole Cannon in his custody 
until the ahip sajled. It was midnight before 
they agreed to do it. 

Cannon, who claims relationship to Speaker 
Joseph G. Cannon, ‘says he was captured by 
Honduras forces at La Trinidad on July 20, 
while: in command. of 4 revolutionary’ force

or. ; 
In Irons for Over ‘Three Months, 

He remained in jail until Dec. 29, when a 
decree of amnesty was proclaimed, but the 
government on Jan. 17 issued a decree of ex- 
pulsion, against him; and on Jan. 24 he left 
Tegucigalpa in custody for Puerto Cortes. 

Cannon says during the first three and a 
half months’ imprisonment he was constant- 
ly in trons, having forty pounds of dead 
weight shackled to each ankle. Marks were 
still visible on his les.

Cannon is about years. old, of splendid 
physique, and declares hig capture was effect- 
qd through the treachery of one of his owp 
soldiers when he was asleep. 


Sentenced to Be Shot. 

He was sentenced to be shot Aug. 15, and 
the execution was to take place bet ween 2 and 
8 ‘o'clock in the morning, but he saved his 
life by. giving a declaration establishing the 
complicity. of Salvador in the “evolutionary 
movement against the Davila government. 

He says he signed it at the point of a bayo- 
net.

Cannon went te Nicaragua in 1899, and in 
1906 was in Honduras, a year later going to 
Salvador, where he remained. until he mixed 
up in the revolution last July.

Chief on Way ‘Home Suffering | 
from Ptomaine Symptoms. 


RESULT. OF ._BATING PEAS, 


In Precarious State for a Day, Then: 
Quits Hot Springs. 


Chief of Police George M. Shippy is suffer- 
ing from ptomaine poisoning caused by eat- 
ing canned peas at Hot Springs, Ark. 

His wife also suffered a slight iliness, hut , 
she has fully recovered. Both left Hot 


Springs last night for Chicago, and it is ex- 


pected they will arrive home this evening. 
The chief. was in a precarious condition for 
twenty-four hours., physicians and nurses 
being in constant attendance. He suffered 
from nausea and severe cramps. The ail- 
ment was intensified on account of the chief 
suffering already from stomach trouble, 
which had taken him from Chicago three 
weeks ago. 


Taken Ill on Thursday. 


Tt was last Thursday that the chief and 
his wife ate the vegetable that caused 
ptomeine poisoning. Soon after the meal 
both were taken ill and doctors were called 
in to attend them. The chief had eaten 
heartily of the canned peas, and the effect on 
his weakened stomach gave the attending 
physicians much concern. In Mrs. Shippy’s 
case she had eaten more ly, and in 
consequence suffered less. 

Chief Shippy was confined to his room until 
Sunday, when he was able to take a drive 
with his wife. They had planned spending 
another week at Hot Springs, but yesterday 
the chief decided to return to Chicago. 

Accompanied by Mrs. Shippy, he left the

Alarming Reports Received. 

Alarming reports concerning the chief's 
condition were received in Chicago yester- 
day, but none of them intimated what. was 
the cause of his filmess. His friends knew 
that he was a sick man when he left Chi- 
cago for . N. M., but favorable re- 
ports had been ved from him up to a few 
days ago. He was at Monterey only a day 
or two, when he went to Hot Springs. 
Mayor Busse and Lieut. Max Nootbaar, 
the chief’s secretary, have been in communi- 
cation with him almost daily since he left 
Chicago. The climate and health giving 
waters at Hot Springs, he wrote, seemed to 
fit his case, and he was “ picking up,” ae he 
expressed it, in a letter to his secretary. No 
word had been received in Chicago regarding 
the. ptomaine poisoning until dispatches 
were received last night.

would follow the next morning. 

Sclons Cowardly or Tricky. 

tly the California demagogues have 
entirely misconceived the animus of the 
president’s activity. The proposition now 
made by them, as reported in the dispatches 
today, is considered by the administration 
people here to be either cowardly or a dis- 
reputabie trap..

Know- 
ing these facts, the Japanese statesmen long 
ago agreed voluntarily to restrict the emigra- 
tion of their people to the United States, and 
this has been done.

‘The corporation. absorbed a number of
